Clean the roost daily

Keep a good supply of sharp grit, 
charcoal an d oyster shells before the 
birds con stan tly, an d all feed m ust be 
clean an d free from sourn ess.

un derfeed hen s, for they n ev er get too 
fat to lay; they fatten because they 
don ’t lay. 
A hen should hav e en ough 
to sustain her an d sufficien t surplus 
to con v ert in to eggs.

The hen s should be allowed to set 
on chin a eggs for a few days before 
giv in g them good eggs, in order to 
let them get used to the coop, an d also 
to see if they are really in earn est 
about w ishin g to set. Just before put­ 
tin g the good eggs un der them , the 
hen s should be dusted with an effect­ 
iv e lice powder, an d a little of the 
powder sprin kled ov er the n est.

coal ashes, but never wood ashes, as 
they release the ammonia in the drop­ 
pings. 
Keep a good supply of sharp grit, 
charcoal and oyster shells before the 
birds constantly, and all feed m ust be 
clean and free from sourness. 
Never 
underfeed hens, for they never get too J 
fat to lay; they fatten because they 
don’t lay. 
A hen should have enough 
to sustain her and sufficient surplus 
to convert into eggs 
There are two 
methods of feeding—the dry and tho 
wet mash. 
For the ow ner of a small 
flock, caring for his own birds, the 
cooked mash is good.

used are the same for both mixtures, 
the difference being when wet mash 
is ready table scraps are added and

I have often seen men going from 
store to store w ith a tin bu cket and an 
old rag sticking ou t u nder the cover 
asking the m erchants if they w anted 
^ 
bu tter, and at every p lace they wou ld 
be told th a t It was not wanted, when 
in fact those very m erchants w ere get­ 
ting p rint bu tter all the way from 
far d istant states. 
They knew tlje 
character of the bu tter in the tin bu ck­ 
ets and did not w ant that sort. 
As 
with bu tter, so it is with all p rodu cts 
of the farm . 
It is qu ality that m akes 
the article sell. 
Conditions are right for money m ak­ 
ing by the agricu ltu ral class. 
It sim ­ 
p ly remain* for the farm ers them ­ 
selves to develop methods of selling by 
which they can take advantage of the 
imp roved m arkets. 
The rap id growth 
of cities and the sharp dem and for all 
kinds of p rodu ce are su bstantial evi­ 
dence of this imp rovement. 
Co-op eration is the first step . 
O r­ 
ganization m ay be ap p lied not only In 
ship p ing, bu t in form ing neighborhood 
clu bs am ong city cu stomers to whom 
regu lar qu antities of p rodu ce may be 
delivered a t stated intervals at p rices 
which are reasonable and fair to both 
sides. 
Abroad farm ers m arket and disp ose 
of thPir p rodu ce p rofitably throu gh ag­ 
ricu ltu ral 
ert-op erative 
associations. 
They im p rove their methods, widen 
their m arkets and redu ce their trau s- 
A 
p ortation exp enses throu gh co-op era­ 
tion. W hy cannot onr farm ers do like­ 
wise? 
When a farm er is located near a good 
m arket the thing for him to do is to 
sell to p rivate cu stomers. As his bu si­ 
ness enlarges he can fu rnish su p p lies 
to hotels and restau rants as well as 
residences. H e can obtain any p rice in 
reason so long as his goods are choice. 
When p rodu cers are too far from a 
good m arket to drive in frequ ently the 
p rop osed m ethod of co-op eration is ex­ 
cellent. A nu m ber of them working to­ 
gether can agree to ship regu larly a 
given qu antity of p rodu ce to city con­ 
su mers. and the latter can best handle 
the bu siness by means of an organiza­ 
tion of some sort. 
There are m any reasons why w ater­ 
fowl are not more p op u lar for the 
table than they are, bu t the chief rea­ 
son is th at they are so p oorly fittp d for 
the m ark et The big du ck farm s of the 
east are the only ones to give the p rop ­ 
er finishing of du cks for the m arket the 
whole attention it deserves. They have 
edu cated the m arket to an ap p reciation 
of good w aterfow l and have been re­ 
warded in p rice for the effort exp ended. 
It p ay s well to be able to fu rnish in 
their season su ch articles as straw ber­ 
ries, cu rrants, cu cu mbers, cherries, ap ­ 
p les, rasp berries, sw eet corn, cabbage, 
honey and other p rodu cts of the kind. 
These p ay ten times as mu ch as the 
grain crop s. An acre of cherries or ap ­ 
p les will net abont $150 after p ay ing 
for the labor of p icking and m arketing. 
The others are equ ally p rofitable or 
nearly so. 
A farm er raising fru it shou ld make 
contracts w ith p rivate cu stomers or 
grocers as early in the season as he 
can—th a t is. as soon as he can tell 
something abou t w hat the y ield Is to 
he. 
He will thu s get better retu rns 
than by ship p ing to a large p rodu ce 
market. The same method is best in 
m arketing p ou ltry , eggs and vegetables.

In making a lawn do no t cro wd the 
fcpace. 
Yo u will need a large cou rt 
within y o ur bo rder of shrubs and flow­ 
ers, and, abo v e all, do no t surro und 
the 
ho use with trees which shut o ut the 
sunlight. 
Do no t p lant trees or shrubs 
in straight ro ws, ex cept alo ng the 
bo undaries o r bo rders o f the y ard. Do 
no t o v erplant y o ur lawn. 
Do no t in­ 
tro duce gaudy shrubs o r cheap and 
flashy o rnaments.
